Prima has been married to chanteuse 
Keely Smith; they have two young 
children and they make their home on 
a huge farm with a full-size private 
racetrack and nine-hole golf course in 
Covington, La. Long a Prima fan, 
Keely was president of his fan club 
in Norfolk, Va., up until five years 
ago when she was invited to sing with 
Prima. Since 1954, the band has been 
in and out of the Sahara Hotel in 
Vegas, and responsible for starting a 
“lounge trend” in the desert town. 

Exotic brunette beauty Keely Smith, 
chanteuse wife of Louis, is featured 
on her first TV performance for Dean 
in addition to chanting with her fa- 
mous husband in niteries. 

For several years now Keely, dark- 
eyed, of Irish-Indian descent, has been 
creating a sensation in night clubs 
with her dead-pan expression. At the 
Sahara Hotel lounge in Las Vegas 
she is co-billed with her hubby Prima 
and combo. 

In October of 1957, Keely drew raves 
on her first TV performance for Dean 
Martin via NBC _ network. In conjunc- 
tion with the show, Capitol released 
her inimitable version of “Autumn 
Leaves,” which proved to be a winner 
for her. 

At the moment Keely is at work 
with arrangers and conductors record- 
ing several albums for Capitol, which 
are scheduled for periodic releases. 
Keely and hubby Louis can now be 
seen in their first flick “Hey, Boy, 
Hey Girl.”

Monty Babson, the new English, Jub- 
ilee recording star, who peceuuy was 
brought to America to make his TV 
debut on the Jack Paar show, i fast 
becoming one of our best loved stars. 

Monty was born and raised in Lon- 
don. He started his musical career 
as a drummer with the high school 
band. After graduating from school he 
appeared with many small combos in 
local London supper clubs. 

It is strange that Monty’s singing 
career was started not by intent, but 
rather through an unusual chance oc- 
curance while playing at the Stork 
Room. The owner of the club decided 


to add a vocalist to the group Monty . 


was appearing with. However, being 
a shrewd and economical man, the 
owner thought it would be wiser to 
cut the quartet to a trio and feature 
the extra man as the vocalist. So as 
circumstances had it, Monty was elected 
to perform the singing chores. At the 
beginning Monty was quite hesitant, 
since this was a new facet of show 
business, and he wasn’t sure he had 
what it took. However his anxieties 
were soon dispelled. It was only ex- 
pected that his voice would be ad- 
equate, but as it turned out he was to 
have an exceptional talent for singing. 

Needless to say this new arrange- 
ment worked out amazingly well for 
all parties concerned, especially for 
Monty as he was later to discover. 

One night Lee Magid and Al Hib- 
bler heard Monty sing at the Stork 
Room and were overwhelmed by his 


voice and personality. Soon after they 
persuaded him to make a demonstra- 
tion record, which Lee eventually got 
Jubilee Records interested in. A few 
months later, Lee returned to Lon- 
don with a Jubilee A & R man and 
cut a tape using special material by 
Reg Owen, of “Manhattan Spiritual” 
fame, who also did the conducting 
and arranging. It was released a few 
weeks later as a single record en- 
titled “Things Money Cannot Buy” and 
“All Night Long.” The _ recordings 
brought Monty speedy recognition and 
he came to America, where he was 
immediately booked on the Jack Paar 
Show. This was his American tele- 
vision debut, and to say the least it 
was a rousing success. 


Much credit for the discovery and 
the introduction of Monty goes to Lee 
Magid who is now his personal man- 
ager. Lee, who also handles Al Hibbler 
and Della Reese could easily have over- 
looked the inborn artistry of Monty 
Babson as did so many others before 
Lee. But, he did not for not only did 
Lee serve to make a star out of Monty 
Babson but he, in a sense, brought to 
the American public a performer who 
will thrill many of us time and time 
again, 

Monty, of course, is very happy as 
is Lee and as time goes on and the 
popularity of Monty increases, more 
and more of the American public will 
find that they too are happy, having 
been treated to artistry from o’er the 
sea in the person of Monty Babson.

Teenagers, who imade rock ’n roll 
the biggest music craze of all time are 
getting ready to bring back jazz to a 
eee as big or bigger than rock and 
ro 


Jazz first became popular at the turn 
of the century as an out-growth of 
our folk songs, country tunes, spirit- 
uals and church hymns. Music played 
at funerals in many sections-—of the 
South was ‘discovered’ by cabaret 
performers, and jazz, as we know it 
today, was born. The Benny Goodman 
band of the late 30’s and early 40’s 
{presented jazz at its best. Within the 
past decade, however, the popularity 
of jazz with the American teenager 
has been replaced by the beat of rock 
’n roll. 


Evidence of a trend away from the 
rock ’n rol] beat can be seen at my 
June Taylor School of the Dance. A 
few years ago rock n’ roll offered 
something new That was all teenagers 
wanted to hear. But recently a common 
complaint from the students at my 
school is that they have had too much 
of the beat—they want something new. 
Many teenagers most of “whom might 
never have been interested in dance 
lessons at all have come to us specific- 
ally for modern jazz dancing instruc- 
tion. Even many big name celebrities 
have enrolled at the school to add jazz 
dancing to their repertoire. 


This is only a slight indication that 
there’s a jazz era ahead. Although 
the top selling records for the past few 
years have been primarily rock ’n roll, 
in the past year or So many jazz al- 
ae have climbed ’way up there in 
sales. 


Perhaps the biggest factor in this 
increased popularity of jazz ig its ver- 
satility. Rock ’n roll offers only a beat. 


Jazz, on the other hand, 
blues, Dixieland, modern, progressive, 
and many other forms. 


In past decades, jazz music was just 
for listening. But we have found that 
just as the music, itself, can be varied, 
so can dancing to the music be varied. 
You can only do cha-cha steps to the 
cha-cha; rhumba steps to the rhumba, 
ete. With jazz you can improvise as 
you go along, using steps you already 
know from other dance forms, or you 
can make up new steps. This makes 
dancing to jazz the freest of all dance 
forms. 


The medium of television has also 
had a tremendous influence on the in- 
creased popularity of jazz. Music from 
such shows as ‘Peter Gunn,” “77 Sun- 
set Strip,” and ‘“M-Squad” have util- 
ized jazz themes, which have become 
commercial hits when released to the 
public. With television being the larg- 
est entertainment medium in the Uni- 
ted States, jazz played over TV in in- 


ereased proportions has increased its. 


popularity in other media in even larg- 


er proportions. Jazz has infiltrated into 


Broadway shows, ballets and television 
variety programs. Choreographers for 
both the serious ballet and musical 


comedy have begun to use more and 


more jazz routines because of favor- 
able public reaction. ; 


The revival of interest in jazz of- 
fers a positive indication that enthu- 


siasm for rock ’n roll is on the decline. 


It is impossible to pinpoint when the 
interest in jazz music will hit its peak, 


but I would certainly guess bia the ia 


next few years. 


I, for one, look forward to it, and my 4 


teenage students tell me they are 


looking forward to it even more than 


I — a step up for jazz already.

Thirty-six-hundred formally attired 
people jammed New York’s Metropoli- 
tan Opera House on the evening of 
May 12, 1959. They had paid $25 a 
seat—not to hear “La Boheme” or 
“Madame Butterfly”—but to sit in 
awed silence as Judy Garland proved 
once again that she is truly “Miss 
Show Business.” 

After each number Judy sang, the 
audience stunned her with applause. 
As a finale, Judy shunned the micro- 
phone for her matchless version of 
“Somewhere Over The Rainbow.” 
When she finished, there was a brief 
moment of silence, then an ovation so 
immense that impresario Rudolph 
Bing began wondering whether the 
foundations of his temple of music 
would hold up. 

Judy Garland just affects people 
that way. Her voice is like no other: 
It commands attention, demands ap- 
plause. And in her voice there is a 
quality that simply wreaks havoc with 
a person’s heartstrings. Perhaps that 
quality is emotion, perhaps it is sin- 
eerity, perhaps it is the lusty power 
of her voice, or maybe the nostalgia 
she injects into each number she sings. 
More likely, it is a combination of all 
these added to the fact that she is a 
peerless showman. 

From the Met, Judy went on to play 
the Chicago and San Francisco Opera 
Houses, and the Shrine Auditorium in 
Los Angeles. 


This most recent phase of Judy’s . 


storybook career, the phase that saw 
her become the nation’s leading stage 
and supper club attraction, began in 
1951 when she embarked on a concert- 
pleasure tour of the British Isles. Her 
first stop was London and the famed 
Palladium. There, Garland fans stood 
for four hours in a pelting rain, pa- 
tiently waiting to buy tickets for her 
performance. The press raved and the 
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public was really enthralled. 


The story was the same in Edin- ~ 


burgh, Glasgow, Manchester, Liver- 
pool and Dublin. Garland could do no 
wrong. 

After four months in Europe, Judy 
returned to the United States and 
Broadway’s Palace Theatre, once the 
mecca of vaudeville, but a victim of 
the demise of that colorful era in 
American history. 

Judy’s opening night at the Palace 
was a wondrous, star-studded evening. 
On hand to cheer her were the Duke 
and Duchess of Windsor, Jimmy Dur- 
ante, Tallulah Bankhead, Kate Smith, 
Jimmy Stewart, hundreds of other 
stars of Broadway and Hollywood, and 
hundreds of just plain Garland fans 
who had reserved their seats months 
in advance. 

For sheer excitement, Judy’s clos- 
ing night at the Palace 19 weeks 
later surpassed her opening. The aud- 
ience was even more enthusiastic, the 
applause even greater. And it is hard 
to pick a more emotional moment in 
the history of the American theatre 


than the minute or two after Judy 


sang her last number. 

The entire audience was on its feet, 
the applause was rolling out like claps 
of thunder. And then, in tribute to a 
great artist and a great showman, the 
audience sang “Auld Lang Syne.” On 
the stage, Judy wept, and the 1642 
people in the audience wept right along 
with her. 

Miss Garland’s 19-week stand at the 
Palace broke the theatre’s all-time at- 
tendance record, formerly held by Kate 
Smith for a 10-week engagement back 
in 1931. Durine Judv’s booking, it was 
estimated that the Palace sold $8f0. 
000 worth of tickets. a record in itcelf. 

Judy has been in show business ever 
since she first saw the light of day 
on June 10 in Grard Rapids. Minn. 


(not Michigan). She was the third of 
three daughters born to vaudevillians 
Frank and Ethel Gumm, was chris- 
tened Frances and, by the time she was 
three, had made her first appearance 
on stage. Judy’s older sisters, Virginia 
and Suzanne, had just finished sing- 
ing “Jingle Bells” on the stage of the 
Grand Rapids Theatre, owned by their 
parents. — 

Judy was standing in the wings 
watching her sisters and decided it 
was about time she joined the act. 
With no one around to grab her, Judy 
marched on stage just as her sisters 


were exiting, and took up “Jingle Bells” __ 


where they left off. To put it in show- 
business argot, tiny Frances Gumm 
was “boffo.”  . 

Shortly after Judy’s unscheduled de- 
but, the Gumms sold their theatre but 
only because they wanted to go to 
California. In the true tradition of 
vaudeville, they barn-stormed their way 
west, playing one-night stands as two 
separate acts: Mom and Dad, and The 
Three Gumm Sisters. Neither act ever 
suffered from lack of applause. When 
the young Gumms were on stage, 
their parents took strategic seats out 


front, and applauded with wild en- 


thusiasm after each number. When 
Mr. and Mrs. Gumm were performing, 
the kids set up their own claque. 
After months of one-nighters, the 
Gumm family landed in Lancaster, a 
small farming community about 80 
miles north of Los Angeles. Judy’s 
two sisters were enrolled in school, 


her father took over the management — 


of a local theatre, the greasepaint was 


stored away, and the family settled | 


down to a normal life. Everybody but 
Judy, that is. 
Judy was hooked. Her family had 


barely unpacked before she was scam- 
singing 


pering all over Lancaster, 
and dancing for anybody she could 


find. Seeing that his daughter was 
dead set on being an entertainer, Frank 
Gumm enrolled her in a drama school. 
Not long afterward, Judy was invited 
to join the Meglin Kiddies, a youthful 
troupe that played theatres all over 
California. : t 
Judy was given a solo spot in the 
act, singing “I Can’t Give You Any- 
thing But Love, Baby.” The late talent

The girls’ popularity snowballed and 
soon they were booked into one of the 
top spots on the vaudeville circuit, the 
Oriental Theatre in Chicago. There, 
for the first time, their name would 
be flashing from the marquee of a big 
theatre. 

The name was flashing, al! right, but 
it didn’t spell out “The Gumm Sisters.” 
On the marquee, big as life—and some- 


what bigger to the three young girls— _ 


the electric bulbs twinkled “The Glum 
Sisters.” And glum they were as they 
walked into the theatre with tear- 
stained faces.

Jessel picked Judy up, sat her on 
his knee and, as he mopped the tears 
from her face, told Judv that she was 
a very pretty young girl, “as pretty as 
a garland of flowers.”

A year 
later, Hoagy Carmichael’s song “Judy”

When George Jessel, - 
headlining the bill at the Oriental, 
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hoe, a resort on the California-Nevada 
border, several incidents took place 
that drastically affected the fortunes 
of the Garland girls. 

Judy’s sisters had met two young 
men, fallen in love with them, mar- 
ried them, and the trio was no more. 
Almost simultaneously, Lew Brown, a 
member of the famous songwriting 
team of De Sylva, Brown and Hen- 
derson, heard Judy sing and insisted 
that she and her mother (Mrs. Gumm 
accompanied her daughters on their 
tours) go to Hollywood and take a 
crack at the motion picture studios. 

After a polite turndown from Col- 
umbia, Judy auditioned at every stu- 
dio in Hollywood. The results were 
always the same, until she went to 
Metro-Goldwyn Mayer. The late Louis 
B. Mayer again proving himself to be 
an astute judge of talent, wasted no 
time with a screen test after he heard 
Judy sing. Before she knew what had 
happened, Judy had signed a_ long- 
term contract with MGM, her parents 
beaming as she scrawled her name on 
the paper. 

Judy at once entered the _ studio 
school, where her classmates included 
Deanna Durbin and Mickey Rooney. 
After several months of coaching, she 
won her first role, in a short subject 
titled “Every Sunday Afternoon.” 
When she saw herself on the screen, 
Judy was a very disillusioned young 
girl. “I thought I would photograph 
like a siren,” Judy recalls. “And when 
I saw a chubby, freckle-faced, snub- 
nosed little girl on the screen, and 
realized I was looking at myself, I 
went home and cried myself to sleep.” 

The studio, however, didn’t share 
Judy’s view. Thev were sold on her, 
and so was 20th Century Fox, for 
thev asked MGM to loan Judv for 
we Parade,” her first full-len¢eth 
idm, 
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During her 15 years with MGM, Judy 
made a score or more films, including 
several of the “Andy Hardy” series 
with Mickey Rooney and, of course, 
her Academy Award-winning perfor- 
mance in the memorable: “Wizard of 
Oz.” Judy was on top and riding high. 
Her footprints were in the forecourt 
of Grauman’s Chinese Theatre, and 


. her Oscar occupied a prime spot in her 


sprawling home, complete with tennis 
court and swimming pool. 


Judy was married to director Vin- 
cente Minelli on June 15, 1945. On 
March 12, 1946, she became the mother 
of Liza May Minelli, now a young lady 
who obviously inherited a lot of her 
mother’s talent. Early in 1959, Liza 
sang and danced with Gene Kelly (with 
whom her mother had appeared in 
several pictures for MGM) on an hour- 
long television spectacular. The next 
day, critics across the country were in 
unanimous agreement that Liza, bare- 
ly in her teens, had a brilliant future 
ahead of her. 

Less than a month after she was 
married to Minelli, Judy gave her 
first concert, at the Robin Hood Dell 
in Philadelphia. Fifteen thousand’ pat- 
rons set an all-time record for the 
Dell; but even more remarkable was 
the fact that 15,000 more were turned 
away. 

Judy then went back to MGM until 
1951, when her contract with the stu- 
dio was amicably terminated, she was 
also divorced from Minelli. Then came 
her tremendous successes in Europe. 

Judy is now happily married to pro- 
ducer Sid Luft, with whom she lives in 
a beautiful home in Holmby Hills, a 
Los Angeles residential district that 
is among the plushest in the world. 

Her career now is at its peak. Her 
Capitol albums are consistent sellers, 
and each new one is eagerly awaited 
by a legion of fans the world over.

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Formula radio may be dead in a 
year. That’s the way it looks to many 
of the nation’s top disc jockeys. 

Formula radio is the combination of 
the top 40 tunes, news, weather and 
time and has become the broadcasting 
doctrine of most of the nation’s radio 
stations in the past several yeare. 

According to WKMH’s Robin Sey- 
mour of Detroit who was on the Disc 
Jockey Association’s convention com- 
mittee, the trend has turned from 
formula broadcasti!:g. 

“Stationg are putting less emphasis 
on the top tunes and giving disc jock- 
eys more leeway in programming.” he 
said. “They’ve discovered listeners are 
getting tired of hearing the number 
one tune played every hour all day. 

“Another influence, and an impor- 
tant one, is that advertisers are be- 
ginning to shy away from programs 
that stick strictly to the top 40 tunes 
with its high percentage of rock ’n roll 
tunes. 

“Grownups don’t want a steady diet 
of rock ’n roll and the kids that love 
it don’t buy the sponsors’ products.” 


One pane! discussion Robin moder- 
ated was “What Is Per:onality?” He 
said that many disc jockeys of form- 
ula stations feel they are unable to put 
themselves over as personalities be- 
cause they are limited to announcing 
the tune title, the station call letters, 
the time and weather. 


Robin now is dean of Detroit’s disc 
jockeys. He celebrated his 13th year at 
WKMH. “When I started at WKMH,” 
he recalled, “only Ed McKenzie—he 
was at WJBK then—and Eddie Chase 
at CKLW were spinning records in 
the afternoon. Other stations only had 
dise jockeys late at night or early in 
the morning. 


“In those days we could play what 
we wanted to, chatter more and play 
more records. There were fewer com- 
mercials, It’s been good seeing busi- 
ness get better but now people ask me 
why I don’t play more music.”
